DOMINICAN  REPUBLIC.

According  to  Tunisian  statistics  ju-st  published,  tho  olivo-oil  situation 
in  T'onis  is  as  follov/s: 

In  1918  tho  total  nmAor  of  olivo  trcos  was  11,711,738  against  7,505,435 
v/hich  wsro  hoaring.     Tho  production  of  olivo  oil  tho  samo  yoar  v/as  859,794,000 
pounds  and  tha.t  of  tho  socond  pressing  110,230,000  pounds.     In  1909  the  total 
njiiiber  of  olivo  trees  was  11,425,522;  it  increased  in  1912  to  11,653,343  and 
in  1915  to  11,744,237.     The  largest  quantity  of  oil  was  obtained  in  1915,  when 
the  production  amounted  to  122,241,000  pounds;  it  was  101,552,000  pounds  in 
1909  and  decroased  to  8,055,508  in  1910.     Tho  average  production  from  1909  to 
1918  was  59,375,000  pounds  of  oliva  oil  and  8,047,000  pounds  at  the  second 
pressing.     France  iniports  t\3  greater  part  of  the  Tunisian  olive  oil.  (Bulletin 
des  Hallos).

Daring  the  season  of  1919  there  woro  179  factories  v;orking,  that  is  7  less_ 
than  in  1918.     The  mjmbor  of  factories  working  were  88  in  East  Java,  50  in 
Middle  Java,  and  30  in  Uest  Java.     The  area  under  sugar  in  1919  v/as  as  lollov/s: 
East  Java,  190,000  acres;  Middle  Java,  95,000  acres;  West  Java,  54,000  acres. 
The  total  area  in  all  Java  planted  with  sugar  in  1919  was  340,000  acres.  For 
the  1920  crop,  184  factories  planted  as  follows:    li^st  Java,  212,000;  Middle 
Java,  110,000;  and  \7est  Java,  63,000  acres.     The  area  for  1919  was  15.5^  sroaller 
than  in  1918;  that  in  1920  13.

STOCKS. 

Returns  collected  from  elevators,  flour  mills,  railway  companies  and  crop 
correspondents  show  that  on  I.Iarch  31,  1920,  the  quantity  in  Canada  of  wheat  and 
whoat  flour,  e:cpressod  as  wheat,  was  about  77,324,000  bushels,  as  compared  with 
118,543,000  bushels  last  year,  about  77  million  bushels  in  1918  and  125  million 
bushels  in  1917.     The  total  for  1920  comprises  35,989,000  bushels  in  elevators 
and  flour  mills,  34,837,000  bushels  in  famvers' h^nds,  and  6,498,000  bushels  in 
transit  by  rail.     Of  oats,  including  oat  products  e:cpressed  as  grain,  the  tote^l 
quantity  roturned  as  in  Canada  on  Ma,rch  31,  1920,  is  145,074,000  bushels,  as 
compared  with  154,747,000  bushels  last  year  and  155,582,000  bushels  in  1918. 
The  total  for  1920  comprises  16,775,000  bushols  in  elevators  and  flour  mills, 
123,090,000  bushels  in  farmers'  hands,  and  5,209,000  bushels  in  transit  by  rail. 
The  total  quantity  of  barley  in  Canada  on  March  31,  1920,  is  returned  as  15,947,40 
bushels,  as  compared  with  30,574,000  bushels  last  year,  and  15  m.illion  bushels  in 
1918.     The  figures  for  1920  con-ipriso  4,125,000  bushels  in  elevators  and  mills, 
11,024,000  bushels  in  farmers'  h^nds,  and  798,400  bushels  in  transit  by  rail. 
Of  flaxseed,   the  total  quantity  in  Canada  on  I/^rch  51,  1920,  is  returned  as 
2,094,000  bushels,  as  compared  with  2,271,000  bushels  last  year  and  2,420,000 
bushels  in  1918.     The  total  for  1920  comprises  589,000  bushels  in  elevators  and 
mills,  1,400,500  bushols  in  famers'  hands,  and  104,000  bushels  in  transit  by 
rail.     As  compared  with  last  year,  the  quantities  in  stock  at  tho  end  of  March 
are  cons id.orably 'less  in  the  case  of  whoat,  oats,  and  barley.     Eor  flax,  the 
qmnLity  is  about  177,000  bushols  less,     (Dominion  Bureau  of  Statistics).
